WASHINGTON, Oct. 18—(ZP)—Men who caused the two greatest 
explosions in history got their chance to create a stir in Congress today. 
Hundreds of scientists who worked on the atomic bomb had joined 
in demands that their spokesmen be heard on President Truman’s 
atomic energy bill. 
The result: five noted scientists—Dr. Arthur H. Compton, Dr. J. R. 
Oppenheimer, Dr. Harold C. Urey, Dr. Leo Szilard, and Dr. H. L. 
Anderson — were 
scheduled 
to 
speak before the House Military 
Committee today. 
U. 8. Espionage System 
Gen. George C. Marshall told 
senators today this country no 
longer can depend on “coffee cup” 
intelligence work but must have a 
world-wide espionage system. 
The general of armies urged main 
tenance of an over-all intelligence 
setup as an adjunct to the pro­ 
posed merger of the Army and 
Navy into one military department. 
“We should know as much as 
possible about the intent, as well 
as the military 
capabilities, 
of 
every country in the world,” he 
testified before the Senate Mili­ 
tary Affairs Committee. 
Appeal for Jews 
President Truman said today he 
had asked Prime Minister Attlee 
to admit 100,000 Jews to Palestine 
and that the matter is still under 
consideration by Britain.

TOKYO, Oct. 18—(ZP)—Huge, hidden Jap­

Within three »hort weeks the people of Fayette County 
must decide at the polls by their vote on Tuesday, November 
6, whether a modern, well equipped Fayette County Mem­ 
orial Hospital, so named in memory of our fallen service 
men during the war, shall be constructed and operated here. 
Probably not in many years to come will Fayette County 
have a more favorable opportunity to obtain such an insti­ 
tution at such a low tax levy. This levy, only seven-tenths 
of one mill, means just 70 cents per year, on each $1,000 of 
taxable property. 
As an example if a citizen’s property is on the tax dupli­ 
cate for $1,000 the tax would be 70 cents per year, 35 cents 
each tax paying period. Since most property is on the coun­ 
ty tax duplicate for far below its real value, it is estimated 
that the average taxpayer will actually pay from one to 
three dollars per year, half of this amount being paid each 
six months.

most sweeping indictment in his­ 
tory, changing a criminal conspir­ 
acy to war against the world, was 
filed today against 24 of Hitler’s 
Nazi Hierarchy and leaders of his 
army staff. 
The 
35,000-word 
indictment 
was presented in the first inter­ 
national war crimes court, as the 
initial step in the trial by which 
Allied prosecutors expect to send 
Goenng, Hess, Jodi and their co­ 
horts to their death. 
The document 
charged 
mass 
murder 
and 
pillage, 
multiple 
crimes and atrocities against mil­ 
lions of persons and dozens of na­ 
tions. 
It was even more important in 
its broad aspects. It sought to es­ 
tablish in the pages of history 
a 
clear warning—that conspiracy to 
make war is a crime against hu­ 
manity. 
One name is conspicuously mis­ 
sing from the list. 
It 
is mentioned 
frequently 
throughout the 25,000-word text 
of the indictment, however. 
The name—Adolf Hitler. 
The 
Allied 
prosecutors 
who 
drew up the indictment ventured 
no guesses as to his current ad­ 
dress. 
The German general staff and 
the high 
command of German 
armed 
forces 
were 
among six 
German organizations which tha 
presiding judge of the austere op­ 
ening session, Maj.

dent that the “secret” of the atomic

tion. talk of what to do about it 
turns more and more on some I 


method to prevent man from pois­ 
oning himself with the fruit of his 
own labors. 
The Dublin, N. H., pronounce­ 
ment by a group 
interested 
in 
world peace, that a federation of 
the world is the only answer, is a 
natural reaction. 
It is as though 
they said that man, driven by this 
new fear, must now decide to do 
at once what he has known for 
ages that he must do in the end. 
Alfred Tennyson, who predicted 
almost IOO years ago that, after 
the world’s "air navies” had "rain’d 
a ghastly dew’,” there would be ac­ 
complished a federation 
of 
the 
world, was not the first to express 
this dream. 
It has been repeated 
so often as to become almost a 
truism. 
But it usually is consid­ 
ered something for the ultimate 
rather than the present. 
The Dublin meeting presented 
an example itself, in a way, when 
Justice Owen Roberts and some 
of its other leaders felt unable to 
agree with the majority 
in 
its 
willingness to scrap the United 
Nations organization. 
The minor­ 
ity preferred to take the thing 
step by step, with an initial union 
of the United States with other 
nations which already have adopt ­ 
ed liberty for individuals. 
That apparently wmuld mean, so 
far as major powers are concerned. 
Britain and the United States, and 
would be mere formalization of a 
union which 
already 
exists in 
practice. 
The inevitable result of such a 
step now’ w’ould be a return to 
prew’ar attitudes by Russia, who 
felt herself forced into a pact w’ith 
Germany w'hen she decided, right­ 
ly or wrongly, that France and 
England were encouraging Hitler 
to move east instead of west. Rus­ 
sia’s ideological war with capital­ 
ism is still a very real internal is­ 
sue, regardless of how fuzzy the 
lines between her own system and 
capitalism have become. 
She has 
long felt herself surrounded and 
her almost certain reaction to any 
greater formalization of the pres­ 
ent 
Anglo-American 
alignment 
would be to back up, drop co-op- 
eration, perhaps hoping for the 
best but preparing herself for any 
possible unfriendly manifestation. 
If the nations could not agree 
at San Francisco to give all nations 
an equal position before an inter­ 
national control body, there is no 
indication that anything can be 
done along that line immediately 
under the fear of atomic energy. 
The Dublin proposal for a world 
government ruled by the General 
Assembly of Nations, instead of by 
a few’ great powers as under the 
UNO charter, certainly strikes at 
San Francisco's 
greatest 
disap­ 
pointment. 
If the atomic bomb were a sec­ 
ret which could be kept there 
would be the possibility of an 
Anglo-American 
"peace 
ulitma- 
tum ” under which punishment for 
starting a w’ar, or for one nation 
establishing hegemony over anoth­ 
er through military might, would 
be swift and certain. But with the 
situation as it actually exists, the 
UNO charter, with its hopes for 
revision, plus some specific agree­ 
ments on atomic power, seem about 
the best practical hope.

Diet and Health 


A Gainful Kidney Ailment 


B* HERMAN N. BUNbESLN, M D 


ONE of the mo t painful dis­ 
orders that affect * ankind is renal 
colic. Th«* conditi* i starts sudden­ 
ly nnd the pair is sharp, usually 
beginning in th back and passing 
downward into the groin and lower 
par* of the abilnmei». However,not 
all canes are typical. In some in­ 
stances the pa;n may he in the 
bark or in tl e lower part of the 
abdomen alone. 
Th« m« t common cause of renal 
colic is the formation of a stone 
in the kidr.ey. The pain occurs 
when the -tone passes from the 
k;dney down the ureter, which is 
t e tub«* that leads from the kid- 
ni y t*> the blander. However, there 
are othi r cattses and it should not 
be a 
umrd that whin renal colic 
occQi 
a stone must be present. 


Determine Source 
In each instance of renal colic 
it is necessary that the patient be 
completely studied to determine 
the source of the trouble. A com­ 
plete study includes a careful phy- 
sica! examination nnd X-ray plates 
of the kidney, ureter, and bladder. 
To make th«- latter, the doctors 
Inject a certain substance into a 
ve.n and after some p«*riod of tune 
take the X-ray plates. The ma­ 
terial is excreted into the kidneys 


and, when the X-ray is taken, the 
kidney, ureter, and bladder are 
clearly visible in the plate. 


Seen in X-Ray 
If, perchance, there is 
tome 
bl(eking of the flow of the urine at 
the point where th** ureter empties 
into the bladder, it will be seen in 
the X-ray plate. The ureter will he 
swollen or distended, and the pel­ 
vis of the kidney, or that part 
where the secretion i collect before 
they empty into the bladder, will 
also be increased in size. 
Sometimes blood vessels are out 
of their normal position and pass 
over the ureters. These blood ves­ 
sels may produce sufficient pres­ 
sure on the ureter to block the flow 
of the kidney excretions, ana renal 
colic may develop. Sometimes a 
kink will occur in the ureter which 
blocks it. In other instances, the 
kidney itself may get out of its 
normal position and become twist­ 
ed. This will also produce blocking 
of the ureter. 
In view of the fact that there 
are so many different conditions 
which may produce renal colic, the 
importance of a complete study 
should be borne in mind whenever 
such an attack occurs. Operative 
treatment is often required, but in 
some instances the disturbance 
may be relieved in other ways.

to four

training under the GI Bill. P rac­ 
tically every veteran with more 
than 90 days of service and a dis­ 
charge under

than dishonorable is eligible for 
one year. 
In addition, any veteran who 
wasn't over 25 when he entered 
service is entitled to extra years 
of training equal to the time in 
service (top is four years). 
So, as A. A. M. was under 25 
when he entered, and was in for 
three and a half years, he’s en­ 
titled to one year plus three and 
a half years. This adds to four and 
a half years but he can get only 
four years, since that’s the maxi­ 
mum anyone can get.

Commission has been going into 
the p roblem for sometime, with 
a view to ascertaining. If p ossible, i 
how the tnemomfous 
p roblem 
could be met in this community . 
At 
the 
last 
meeting 
of the 
Planning Commission, Perry Ford,# 
the state director of highway s, j 
was here and answered many 
q uestions in connection with the ! 
p rop osed sup er-highway through 
Fay ette County , as p art of such a 
highway that would start in Erie, 
Penn., and ex tend 
to Cincinnati 
and p oints south and west from 
there. 
In other 
words 
the 
sup er­ 
highway that is p lanned through 
Washington C. H.t follows the 
route of 
the CCC 
highway be­ 
tween Cleveland and Cincinnati, 
p assing through 
Mansfield, Co­ 
lumbus, Washington C. H., and 
Wilmington. 
A large booklet, with map s and 
drawings, bearing on the interre­ 
gional highway s, 
including 
the 
on« 
through Washington C. H., 
was Issued by the federal govern­ 
m ent in 19 44. 
The p roblem confronting Wash­ 
ington is 
regarded 
as a 
most 
difficult one, which necessitates 
p roviding two way traffic with 
one street carry ing traffic in one 
direction, 
and 
another 
street 
through the city carry ing traf­ 
fic over the sup er-higtnvay in the 
op p osite direction. 
Engineers who have looked over 
the situation 
here agreed 
that 
Washington C. H. is “ringed with 
at*el” by the four railroads that 
cut through the city from various 
directions and make it difficult 
to carry a suj^er-highway through 
the city that 
would 
eliminate 
grade crossings. 
It is understood that federal 
funds would 
be used 
only for 
aup er-higtiway s 
w’here 
grade 
crossings of railroads are elimi­ 
nated, but it is also 
understood 
that state funds might be used 
in ex treme cases to build such a 
highway with grade crossings. 
To 
meet req uirements 
for a 
four-lane highway 
through the 
city , might necessitate some dis­ 
rup tion of p resent p rop erties in 
the p ath of the new location of 
street* such as would he neces­ 
sary for two-way traffic, or even 
for a single highway 
of width 
necessary to carry

through traffic, it is p ointed out. 
County Engineer Robert E. Wil­ 
lis, secretary of the Fay ette Coun­
